~ 84th Congress: Ce 
out McCarthyism:

It is both convenient and ac- 
curate to sum up the situation 
im the 84th Congress by saying 
that it is against McCarthy but 
not against McCarthyism. For 
while the swan song of the Sen- 
ate of the 83rd Congress was a 
double-barreled vote of con- 
demnation of the Wisconsin 
senator, which carried by a vote 
of two to-one, few voices were 
raised to denounce the peril to 
constitutional rights which the 
man and his “ism” represent. 

This same Senate, in fact, 
voted 79 to O last August to 
adopt the Brownell-Butler-Hum- 
phrey bill which, an addition to 
adding new harassments to the 
labor movement, contained a 
section intended to outlaw mem- 
bership in the Communist Patry. 
The House adotped this same 
measure with only two members 
opposed, 

These votes, however, are not 
the last word in how members 
of the Senate see the issue of 
McCarthyism. Several Senators, 
including Herbert Lehman (D- 
NY) and _ Estes Kefauver (D- 
Tenn) expressed sharp doubts 
about the Brownell-Butler bill. 
And during the debate on cen- 
suring McCarthy, not only Leh- 
man but Mike Monroney (D- 
Okla) pointed out that McCar- 
thy’s sins were not cenfined to 
his abuse of fellow Senators— 
that his real crime was his vio- 
lation of the constitutional 
rights of hundreds of citizens.’ 

Sen. William Fulbright (D- 
Ark) who, although a conserva- 
tive in his attitude toward labor 
relations, dug even deeper into 
the issue of McCarthyism when 
he pointed out that the Wis- 
consin senator had succeeded 
in spreading an atmosphere of 
hate, dissension and fear 
ag coon ~ nation.

Raip 
Flanders [RVt) has voiced a 
similar sentiment. :

FROM ALL this it is clear 
that as the 84th Congress con- 
venes, a majority of its mem- 
bers still operate under the claim 
that while McCarthy’s methods 


may have been faulty, his “ob- 
jectives” or “ferreting out Com- 
munists’ remain wholly laud- 
able. Unfortunately the main 
body of labor has not rejected 
this essentially McCarthyite posi- 
tion. | 

For witchhunting against the 
left has been surrounded by the 
aura of national security and na- 
tional defense.

Maynard, is sometimes cited as 
one place where the plan has 
worked. But the evidence points 
the other way. 
Maynard's “chief industry for 50 
years was the Assabet Mill of the 
American Woolen Co. Reputed to 


d'be the world’s largest all-woolen 


mill, the plant employed about 
4 400 workers. 

The mill showed record profits 
during World War, II and thg first 
years of the.Korean, war. In 1952 
the company announced the mill 
was shutting down. 

The New England plan went 
into action. The mill property was 
purchased by Maynard Interests, 
Inc., a private corporation. Space 
was rented to about 30 different 
industries. 

However, in spite of the flurry 
of local activity and the successful 
attraction of ne windustries, the 
total payroll from all of the new 
work amounted to no more than 
from 600 to 800 persons. More- 
over, many of-the workers in the 


new industries were brought to 
Maynard from other places. 


Thus the closing of the Ameri- 
can Woolen Co. mill resulted in 
the loss of 4,400 jobs and: the sub- 
stitution of new jobs for less than 
20 percent of the workers dis- 


placed. 

Maynard residents point to an- 
other result of the operation of the 
New England plan which has re- 
sulted in cutting down social serv- 
ice standards. Although Harriman 
in indorsing the New England a 
said he was rejetcing the sout 
practice of setting aside tax fad 
property for industry, the fact is 
that Maynard and other New Eng- 
land towns have done this indi- 
rectly. That is, Maynard made no 
outright tax concessions, but it did 
lower the tax assessments on the 
Maynard Interests property, there-

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THEY ARE NOT ACCIDENTS 
AS THE FIGHT develops against the “slau 
the innocents,” as the recent Harlem firetrap deaths have 
been called, it needs to be emphasized thatthe series of 
hellish disasters were not acts of God, Nor were they 
merely accidents. The seven dead, the 30 wounded and 
the 80 homeless families were victims of a calculated pol- 
icy of Big Business housing experts, of naked jimcrow and 
of the heartless search for super-profits.. 

The authorities haye sought to excuse the tragedies 
by citing overcrowding, implying that Harlem tenants 
crowd wilfully into their ghetto tenements. But the facts 
show that during the past two years high rent projects, 
indorsed by federal, state and city housing experts, have 
displaced some 10,000 Harlem families. More than 90 
percent of these families could not alford homes in the 
structures which replaced their former homes. 

_. ~ Most of these families were therefore forced to crowd | 
into already overcrowded living space in the ghetto. Seg- 
regated housing in areas outside of Harlem made it im- 
_ possible for city and private agencies to find homes for 
more than a tenth of the displaced families. Greedy land- 
_ lords reaped a bonanza from this enforced housing hun- 
ger and overcrowding. 

The $200,000,000 New York State low cost housing 
Siang proposed at the recent Harlem Housing Con- 
erence, is a starter‘in the direction of a solution. But those 
who protest now the “innocents’ slaughter,” and who wish 
to save fiftire victims, will have to extend the program to 
include .a fight for a federal program beyond President 
Eisenhower's recommended “private enterprise” recom- ~ 


mendations. 


THE HARLEM FIRES point emphatically to the 
need of a state and federal slum clearance program of low 
rent housing projects, built on land presently unoccupied. 

_ As for eliminating the immediate fire hazards. which 
menace Harlem families, there is a proposed prior lien 
law in Albany. This law would authorize city and state au- 
thorities to remove all violations on dwellings, covering 
the expense outlay with a prior lien on the property. 

_ Then there is the question: how are the homeless fam- 
ilies, burned out of their homes, to.be sheltered? Are they 
to seek homes, as they did before,in already overcrowded 
and hazardous tenements? The answer should lie in the 
Welfare Department—or an appropriate city agency—sub- 
sidizing residences for ‘them in hotels or other locations 
where there are vacancies. 


And this should go for those who may. be evicted if | 


the Fire Department:carries out its “get tough’ policy of, 
shutting down houses with illegal fire hazards. 

Above all, Washington and Albany should feel the 
sting of the militant indignation of those determined to 
; stop the cremation alive of the victims of the greed and 
jimcrow of Big Business. Let some of the billions being 
spent on planes and bombs be diverted to saving the health 
and. lives of Americans now battling the evils of disease

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (FP).—With its eyes hopefully 


fixed on the next Congress and the Eisenhower ‘administra- 
tion, the U.S: Chamber of Commerce has opened a new 


war on Oo ized labor, par- 
ticularly the CIO. i 
The opening barrage consisted 


of two frontal assaults, the first on/™ 


all so-called union monopolies, the 
second-on the CIO for opposing 
automation. . 

The anti-CIO blast was in the 
chamber’s Washington Re- 
port under the headline “Automa- 
tion Is New Excuse for Guar- 
anteed Annual Wage.” 

~The bulletin declared automa- 
tion. was “conjured up by the col- 
lectivists to replace unpromis- 
ing “economic collapse.’” 

The chamber asserted automa- 
tion, the use of new machinery 
which cuts down the number of 
men required to produce things, 
will create so much p rity that 
in the end it will result in more 
employment, not less. The cham- 
ber insisted it adds to the dignity 
of labor instead of diminishing it. 

The United Auto Workers 
(CIO) a month ago blasted automa- 
tion in. their wage policy session 
which resulted in the demand for 
the guaranteed annual wage. The

The speech was delivered at 
the annual meeting of the Har- 
risburg-Rockingham Chamber of 
Commere¢e at Harrisburg, Va. The 
text was released here by the cham- 
ber’s headquarters staff. 

Johnston complained that unions 
are becoming active, in fields that 
do not apply directly to wages and 
working conditions. He warned of

“Residents of many cities,” he 
_ said, “have seen unions tie up pub- 
lic transportations, prevent deliv- 
eries of merchandise or throttle 
shipping. Large areas have suf- 
fered from telephone strikes and 
many communities have their elec- 
tric power and light cut off during 
labor disputes.

Sharper Job Crisis 
For 1955 Seen by 
AFL Economist 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (FP). 
~AFL economist Bert Seidman 
‘takes a long look at Census Bureau 
figures on’ unemployment and in 
the December issue of the Federa- 
tionist comes up with some con- 
clusions that should startle work- 
ing men and women, their union 
leaders, consumérs of the nation’s 
products and the government it- 
self into effective action. 

He concluded that 1955 will not 
be safe for America if it is a “sec- 
ond best” year, as prodicted by 
the administration, and that even 
a best year in terms of 1953, will 
not be good enough to save Ameri- 
cans. from serious consequences, 

“Our labor. force,” Seidman 
wrote, “is increasing at the rate 
of about 700,00 a year. -“Each 
year our nation’s productivity is 
increasing by at least 2% to 3 per- 
cent. To keep up with these 
changes we need from 2 million 
to 2.5 million new jobs each year. 
If our economy is able to do only:

ey a for the year would reach 
at least 5.5 million and might go 
as high as 6.5 million instead of 
the 1.5 million we had in 1953.” 

Seidman demonstrated that the 


official U. S. figures of 2.7 million

ifs. and buts.” The bureau. itself 


much as 100,000 either way from 
the. truth. More important, the 
bureau completely excludes from 
the unemployed lists a large group 
of workers who have jobs but are 
not working. Those who are sick 
or on vacation, Seidman admitted, 
should be listed as employed. But 
in addition there is a large num- 
ber who are laid off or waiting 
for factories to open. These, Seid- 
man insisted, should be listed as 
unemployed. But they aren’t. 

In October there were 450,000 
such persons. Had they been in- 
cluded in the unemployment fig- 
ure the total would have, been 3.2 
million instead of 2.7 million: 

But even this doesn't clear up 
the picture. There is still the prob- 
lem of those listed by the Census 
Bureau as “not in the labor force.” 
Said Seidman of this: “Census con- 
siders many workers who have 
given up looking for work as ‘not 
in the labor force.’ 7 

“Any worker who -has- looked 
for a job during hard times or in 
a depressed area knows that this 
is theoretically unrealistic. People 
will just not continue looking for 
jobs that do not exist.”

With Willie reaching this pinnacle in his‘ first full season of 
play as a major leaguer, and not hitting his 24th birthday till next 


May, it can be very soberly stated that he has an excellent chance 


of becoming the greatest player to ever suit up for a major league 
game. : 
' To give an idea of the importance of Negro players to our 
National Pastime so soon after the breakdown of jimcrow, Mays’ 
award marked the fourth time a Negro player had won the National 
League MVP title in the past six seasons. Starting with Jackie 
Robinson in ’49, two.years after the wall came down, Campanella 
won it in ‘51 and ‘53, and now Mays.’ And, as almost anyone 
will admit, .it should have been Joe Black.in ‘52 instead of Hank 
Sauer, making it 5 out of 6.
